Deborah  Endres  discusses  the  adoption  project  of  her  agency  in  Detroit,  Michigan.  Her 
presentation  is  interspersed  with  discussion  and  questions  from  the  audience.  She  places 
non-ambulatory,  non-verbal,  totally  dependent  children.  Her  agency  has  a waiting  list  of 
adoptive  parents.  She  outlines  the  common  characteristics  of  these  adoptive  parents.  Deborah 
advocates  for  these  children  and  their  parents  with  the  mental  health  and  legal  professionals.

Tape  1 : Mahoney,  James.  Keynote  address. 

Mahoney  stresses  the  "time-urgency"  in  child  welfare,  meaning  the  need  to  establish 
quickly  a matrix  for  healthy  development  during  the  brief  few  years  of  childhood  and 
adolescence,  shortened  by  the  wasted  years  of  abuse  and  neglect,  (ca.  60  min.).

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Tape  7 : Canam,  Carol.  Adoption  adjustment  - keeping  the  healthy  ones  healthy. 

Canam  sets  forth  a systems  approach  in  family  analysis  and  therapy.  With  the  healthy 
family  system  there  exists  the  ability  to  self-regulate  the  "temperature"  of  family 
relationships.  She  stresses  the  importance  of  seeing  the  positive  intentions  behind  all 
acting  out  behaviors.  A parenting  objective  is  to  have  those  positive  intentions  more 
appropriately  expressed.  Canam  also  outlines  a number  of  characteristics  of  positive, 
healthy  personal  and  family  life.  (ca.  60  min.).

Mahoney  discusses  the  various  players  in  the  adoption  process:  government,  society  and 
its  culture,  adoptees,  birth  parents,  foster  children  and  adopted  parents.  He  outlines 
some  of  the  pervasive  influences  in  the  process,  including  "institutional"  racism  and 
discrimination,  the  urban  environment  of  crime  and  poverty,  language  and 
communication  barriers,  and  geographic  isolation  and  lack  of  resources,  (ca.  90  min.).

In  response  to  audience  questions,  Mahoney  offers  explanations  for  certain  acting  out 
behaviors,  such  as  theft,  hoarding,  rummaging,  gluttony  and  destructive  acts.  All 
behavior,  he  suggests,  is  purposeful  and  goal  oriented,  and  the  key  to  changing 
undesirable  behavior  is  to  understand  the  goal  and  purpose  underlying  it.  He  briefly 
summarizes  the  qualities  of  successful  adopters.  ( ca.  90  min.).

Tape  13  : Differ,  Dawn.  Issues  in  working  with  adoption  and  the  mid  age  child. 

Differ  addresses  the  subject  of  adoption  of  the  older  special  needs  child.  She  discusses 
at  length  considerations  in  relation  to  matching  — sibling  position;  the  existing  emotional 
distance,  trust,  and  toleration  of  intimacy  of  both  the  child  and  the  adoptive  family; 
existing  sources  of  satisfaction;  existing  stress  levels.  Next,  she  outlines  the  phases  of 
of  the  adoptive  process  — the  honeymoon  stage,  ambivalence,  reciprocal  interaction  and 
bond  solidification.  She  concludes  her  talk  with  a discussion  of  how  the  therapist  can 
facilitate  the  attachment  process  and  then  takes  questions  from  the  audience  (ca.  80 
min.).

Sydney  Duncan,  Program  Director,  "Homes  for  Black  Children",  Detroit  gives  the  first 
presentation.  She  explains  the  history  of  adoption,  especially  trans-racial  adoption.  In  1972, 
the  Association  of  Black  Social  Workers  presented  their  position  against  trans-racial  adoption. 
The  Homes  for  Black  Children  projects  have  been  successful  in  Detroit,  Washington,  and  Little 
Rock.  Ms.  Duncan  believes  that  the  black  community  can  respond  to  waiting  black  children. 
Betsy  Cole,  a strong  advocate  for  special  needs  adoption  discusses  the  future  of  adoption.  In 
examining  the  future  she  sees  new  circumstances  for  adoption.  She  knows  that  the  perennial 
problems  must  be  addressed.  Ms.  Cole  explains  the  roots  of  these  ongoing  problems.  She  feels 
that  a great  deal  of  courage  is  needed  to  face  the  future  of  adoption.

The  Peyakowak  Committee  held  a conference  in  Regina,  April  1983.  The  committee’s  primary 
concern  is  the  number  of  native  children  in  care  under  Saskatchewan  Social  Services.  Dave 
Henry,  a social  worker  has  worked  for  15  years  to  keep  children  with  their  biological  families.

This  video  covers  the  Post-Adoption  Project,  a training  session  for  professionals  working  with 
adoptive  families.  Speakers  Jean-Pierre  Bourguignon  and  Kenneth  W.  Watson  cover  the  subject 
in  four  chapters.  Chapter  One,  entitled  Adoption  is  Different,  is  designed  to  help  the 
participants  become  more  comfortable  with  the  terminology  and  ideas  about  adoption  and  the 
differences  adoption  makes  to  families.

This  program  is  designed  to  train  social  workers  to  conduct  group  parent  preparation  workshops 
for  adoptive  or  foster  parents.  The  program  consists  of  8 cassette  tapes.  The  tapes  recommend 
1 session  a week  with  9 sessions  in  total  - 3 sessions  for  self-assessment  and  6 sessions  for  skill 
building.  Preserving  prospective  parents  anonymity  until  the  later  sessions  is  important.  Many 
resources  are  used  in  these  workshops,  such  as;  a panel  of  adoptive  parents  and  the  adoptive 
children.  Barb  recommends  several  books  to  the  group  leaders.

Tape  1 : The  first  tape  defines  adoption,  foster  care  and  permanency.  It  discusses  issues,  such 
as;  is  adoption  for  the  parents  or  the  child?,  who  do  social  workers  want  to  recruit?,  the 
matching  process,  and  the  concept  of  child  ownership. 

Tape  2 : Side  3 of  this  tape  is  blank.  Side  4 discusses  bonding  and  commitment,  how  to  make 
them  happen.  It  is  the  social  worker’s  job  to  avoid  setting  up  abusive  situations. 
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Tape  3 : Unconditional  love/caring  is  the  only  thing  to  build  the  child’s  self-esteem.  The  tape 
cautions  the  social  worker  to  familiarize  themselves  with  state  law  to  distinguish  between  law 
and  policy.  The  sensitive  issue  of  name  change  is  discussed. 

Tape  4 : The  prior  sexual  experiences  of  adoptive  and  foster  children  is  discussed.  It  deals  with 
the  reasons  why  social  workers  want  to  prepare  their  families.  Exercises  for  parents  to  discern 
their  values  are  given.  Transactional  analysis  techniques  are  used  in  the  remaining  tapes. 

Tape  5 : More  questions  and  exercises  are  given  to  aid  in  the  parent’s  self-assessment  process. 
This  tape  presents  a sensitive  session  on  ’touch’. 

Tape  6 : The  tape  discusses  the  search  process,  how  to  set  up  parents  to  deal  with  this  issue. 
The  concept  of  ’shared  parenthood’  is  presented.  She  suggests  parents  prepare  a history  of  their 
children. 

Tape  7 : This  tape  is  designed  to  aid  parents  help  their  children  work  through  their  value 
systems.

Holly  van  Gulden  Wicker  is  an  adoptive  parent,  an  adoption  counsellor,  and  a birth  sibling  of 
a "family  of  adoption."  She  is  presently  writing  a book  on  adoption.  In  her  practice  she 
provides  post-placement  services  to  adoptive  parents.  During  her  presentation  (3  videos)  she 
uses  many  case  studies  from  her  varied  experience.  Society  is  questioning  adoption.  Does  it 
work?  Holly  explains  the  myths  under  which  adoption  operates.  These  myths  do  not  give 
adoption  a chance.  She  believes  strongly  in  adoption.  It  is  an  excellent  way  to  provide  a 
permanent  stable  environment  for  "waiting  children."  The  second  segment  deals  with  "shattered 
dreams."  Adoption  has  become  a nightmare  for  families  who  have  lost  their  dream  of  adoption. 
She  uses  the  Kubler-Ross  model  of  grief  to  describe  the  loss  which  the  family  feels.  The  key 
indicators  of  disruption  in  adoptive  families  are:  the  unfulfilled  expectations  of  adoption  and  the 
lack  of  support  for  these  families.  Many  parents  reach  out  to  the  mental  health  community  for 
help.  Often  their  needs  are  not  met.  Holly  gives  some  techniques  that  she  uses  working  with 
her  families.  Finally,  she  deals  with  adoptive  parent  preparation  prior  to  placement.  There  is 
less  intensity  in  a family  at  placement  if  the  child  and  parents  are  well  prepared.  She  stresses 
that  there  are  no  guarantees.  Holly  identifies  at  least  8 preparation  areas.  She  puts  her  families 
in  touch  with  other  adoptive  parents  and  advises  parents  to  take  turns  in  crisis  situations.

The  news  media  tells  us  that  we  live  in  an  uncaring  society.  Mr.  Bonisteel  questions,  "did  we 
ever  live  in  a caring  society?".  Although  the  era  of  his  childhood  was  not  perfect,  he  thinks  that 
we  should  recapture  many  of  those  values.  We  have  surrendered  too  many  of  our 
responsibilities  to  society.  We  must  reclaim  them.  Working  on  ’Man  Alive’,  he  has  seen  hope. 
He  has  seen  how  one  caring  person  can  make  a difference. 

Tape  101  : Biological  aspects  of  human  functioning  and  its’  relationship  to  caring. 

The  sound  fluctuates  too  much  on  this  tape  to  use  for  a presentation.  Dr.  Yeudall  discusses  the 
hemispheres  of  the  brain,  the  various  abnormal  behaviour  associated  with  those  hemispheres, 
and  the  hormonal  structure  of  the  brain.  Some  of  these  brain  disorders  are  gender  oriented. 
The  message  Dr.  Yeudall  leaves  with  careworkers  is  that  there  are  limits  to  their  success  with 
some  patients,  because  of  their  brain  systems. 

Tape  103  : Caring  or  treatment:  which  comes  first? 

Bruce  Uditsky  works  with  the  mentally  handicapped  and  evaluates  services  for  the  elderly.  Mr. 
Uditsky  believes  that  caring  is  no  longer  a focus  of  human  services.  Human  services 
organizations  have  some  caring  people,  but  they  are  caught.  They  are  trapped  because  their 
organizations  are  not  aware  of  their  history;  therefore  they  do  not  learn  from  their  mistakes.  He 
examines  the  assumption  that  caring  implies  treatment.  The  treatment  supplied  may  not  be  based 
on  caring.  Devalued  people  in  our  society  do  not  receive  what  they  need.  Bruce  proposes  that 
we  need  less  human  services.  Also,  we  need  a societal  perspective  of  practices  in  human 
services  and  needs  of  the  individuals  served  by  these  organizations. 
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Tape  201  : Designing  and  assessing  your  services:  a strategy  for  ensuring  excellence. 

Dr.  Hawkins  was  a probation  officer  working  with  juvenile  delinquents.  He  returned  to  a 
university  setting  to  better  understand  the  work  that  he  did  in  that  capacity.  In  this  research 
environment  he  developed  a model  of  intervention  for  adolescent  substance  abuse.  He  discusses 
how  organizations  can  build  their  own  models,  detailing  each  building  block.  Dr.  Hawkins  is 
a great  advocate  of  using  computerized  databases  to  survey  the  available  literature.  He 
concludes  that  commitment  to  performance  and  quality  is  necessary  for  the  survival  of  the 
organization. 

Tape  301  : Use  of  self  in  clinical  work. 

George  Enns,  a social  worker  and  teacher  asks  himself,  "what  can  I do  that  would  be  helpful?". 
Learning  to  use  self  in  helping  people  is  an  ongoing  process,  a circular  process.  The  process 
involves  understanding  human  behaviour.  This  understanding  allows  the  therapist  to  change  the 
client’s  view  of  the  world.  A therapist’s  skills  are  derived  from  practice,  not  family  of  origins. 
He  advises  confronting  your  own  bias  and  using  it  in  a helpful  way.  Mr.  Enns  explains  his 
’process  game’,  which  develops  intruding  skills. 

Tape  302  : We  see  what  we  believe  we  see. 

Dr.  Ganam  discusses  the  two  conscripts  of  reality:  linear  and  quantum.  Understanding  how  we 
process  information  and  how  we  learn  values  influences  what  will  happen  in  a clinical  situation. 
Therapists  have  a responsibility  to  negotiate  with  their  clients  about  their  value  systems.  It’s 
alright  to  disagree  and  to  make  a referral. 

Tape  401  : Pay  me  now  or  pay  me  later. 

The  Hon.  David  Barrett  is  a social  worker  as  well  as  a politician.  He  presents  a series  of 
statements  about  Canada’s  criminal  justice  system,  the  social  welfare  system,  and  the  education 
system.  In  these  statements,  he  suggests  that  gross  abuses  occur  in  these  systems.  Eventually, 
as  a society,  we  will  pay  for  these  abuses.  He  asks  if  professionals  have  the  WILL  to  take  the 
lead,  to  insist  on  change. 

Tape  405  : Balance  between  technology  and  interpersonal  care. 

Dr.  Trieschmann  has  faculty,  research,  clinical,  lecturing  and  writing  experience.  She  discusses 
caring  issues  and  the  resultant  costs  from  an  American  perspective.  Canada  will  eventually 
survey  their  experiences  she  feels.  Dr.  Trieschmann  says  there  is  no  balance  at  present  between 
technology  and  interpersonal  caring.  She  takes  a look  historically  on  how  western  civilization 
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developed  its’  view  of  the  world.  In  the  twentieth  century  the  American  Medical  Association 
has  shaped  the  sickness  treatment  philosophy.  Its’  influence  and  power  has  made  profit 
paramount.  In  order  for  the  system  to  change,  she  believes  that  it  must  first  fall  apart.  Only 
by  rebuilding  does  Dr.  Trieschmanh  see  any  hope  for  a balanced  approach.

She  doesn’t  find  many  commonalities  between  the  United  States  and  developing 
countries.  It  is  possible  that  developing  countries  will  turn  to  the  United  States  for  role  models.

The 
speaker  is  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Saskatchewan  Hospital.  She  describes  the  effect  of 
alcohol  on  the  fetus,  based  on  the  literature,  research,  and  her  experiences.  There  is  not  a 
commonly  accepted  definition  of  FAS,  so  the  speaker  gives  her  own.  She  details  the  symptoms 
of  a baby  with  FAS.  She  also  discusses  the  physical  and  intellectual  problems  of  children  with 
FAS.  Medical  science  has  been  too  quick  to  define  FAS  as  a native  problem,  whereas  it  is  a 
universal  one.
